Peterson Warns Again 


Val Peterson, Nebraska’s former governor, 
now bead of civil defense for the nation, said 
this week at Battle Creek, Michigan, that “ The 
era of the intercontinental ballistic missile is 


here.” 
As if to say his mission and that of his agency 
is now futile in that part of defense that pro­ 
tects against attack, he noted that such a mis­ 
sile, launched in Russia, would deliver its ca­ 
lamity on an American target 15 minutes later. 
Something can be done about evacuating a 
target area if there is advance notice of an 
hour or so. And that has been the hypothesis of 
time upon which preventive protection has been 
built—namely the time allowed between detec­ 
tion of a conventional attack by. airplanes and 
the “ on the target” moment. 
It is precious little that can be done in 15 
minutes, even if instant warning were given 


by the aggressor. 


Peterson's answer to that was a renewal of 


the warning that the nation must end the pyra­ 


miding of its industrial activities which create 


great population centers. 
Instead of develop­ 


ing a few massive and critical targets, ea.sy 


to locate and destroy, there must be the crea­ 
tion of innumerable separated targets, so many 
and so dispersed that missiles of the transcnnti- 
iienta! guided type are rendered impractical. 
Little if anything has been done in dispersing 
populous targets, 
though 
Mr. 
Peterson 
said 
something that has frequently been said before 
and which carries unassailable logic. The an­ 
omaly is that the United States with one hand 
pours billions into military defense w’hile can­ 
celing it out with the other hand by lightheart- 
edly assembling ever greater and easier targets. 
Survival is a tenuous thing for those who do 
not ,follow through with their thinking.

The Old West, And More, Too 


It was a case of a proposal to resurrect a 
part of the Old West which peered from out of 
the type of the news columns earlier in the 
week. It told of the trapping of prairie chickens 
and sharp-tailed grouse near Bassett on the 
fringes of the Nebraska Sandhills. 


Of the 73 birds which were captured, 65 di­ 
vided between prairie chicken and grouse were 
shipped to Illinois to be planted on state-owned 
lands still boasting of a covering of native 
prairie grass. They may have been spoofing us, 
in all of our inexperience, but those who should 
know told us that the prairie chicken invariably 
took leave of any region where the sod was 
broken and the land placed under cultivation. 
It wasn’t true in sections of the Sandhills where 
a matter of some 30 years ago great flocks of 
chicken and grouse gathered in the fields of the 
valleys of the North and Middle Loup Rivers. 
But the late superintendent of the Nebraska 
State Historical Society, Dr. A. E . Sheldon, often 
when W'e were riding this state told of the great 
flocks of prairie chickens in eastern and central 


Of Men A n d Things

We are approaching the anniversary of a great 
adventure. It was 21 years ago next month 
when a group of Nebraskans, including this edi­ 
tor, headed for Springfield, Illinois, a shrine of 
Abe Lincoln, to observe the early steps of a boom 
which saw the nomination of Alf Landon as the 
Republican candidate for President.

It was not so audible then, but those with ears 
sensitive enough politically could catch the low 
growl, savage and menacing, of the coming 
storm. 
There was lightning in the low-lying 
clouds of the distant horizons, and the muffled 
peal of the thunder clap gave but little hint of 
the fury that was to descend 
upon a section of earth only a 
few months later. Drew Pear­ 
son, out at Topeka in neigh­ 
boring Kansas, tells about it 


in a column which appears on this page in this 
issue of The Star. 
The Landon boom which 
reached a climax with his nomination for the 
presidency in 1936 at Cleveland’s beautiful .sta­ 
dium on the lake front, was sparked by a Kansas 
redhead by the name of .lohn llamiUon. It must 
be said that John’s bark was much more se­ 
vere than his bite. He and his hero, Alf Landon, 
managed to corral the electoral votes of but two 


states. It was the peak tide of the late F.D R ’s 
popularity and the hour of a golden honeymoon 
for the New Deal. 
John conceived this Spring­ 
field pilgrimage—delivered its keynote address- 
fathered its platform—and unmistakably pointed 
a finger at Alf Landon as the man this country 
needed to save it from all the evils of the 
Rooseveltian years. We not only got Alf Landon 
safely launched upon a journey that was to make 
him the nominee of a great political party, but 
in those three days in and around Springfield, 
some of us spent more of our time and energies 
digging up the lore of Lincoln's prairie years. 


Thunder In The 
Skies 


A little more than a year later, in .lune, t<i be 
exact, Hc gathered on the lake front in t levi'land 
to witness Alf Landon's dreams «ome true. I re­ 
member that on the ni«ht he wa^ nominated, his 
native Kansas took ov^r, boot and saddle. Some 
way they managed to rent horses for a parade. 
The streets of Cleveland echoed to their cheers. I 
remember that night of the tonveiition when 
Herbert Hoover was introduced to a cheering 
throng that had packed the stadium solid to its 
walls. I always thought that Mark Sullivan was 
the ghost writer who was responsible tor Mr. 
Hoover's thrilling address to the convention, 
iiullivan had taken a position on the railing out­ 
side the liooth 1 occupied, the last time I made 
the mistake of getting in the front row of the 
press section with the blazing calcium lights 
virtually blinding me before the elose of aclivi- 


ties that week.

Hoover, the grizzled old patriarch of the un- 
reconcilable “ rugged individuahsl.s.” advanced 
slowly along the runway to the inirroiihone.

Nebraska when he was a boy -great flocks 
which said farewell to a homeland when settle­ 
ment came. 


To us there have been two sea.sons of the year 
when this creature of the wild, a symbol of raw 
new country, fashioned unforgettable memories. 
In the fall, with line skies gray overhead, thin 
clouds driven by a north wind, the 
purple on 
the hills to be followed by a coat of brown, 
that eerie cry of the prairie chicken as he took 
off in flight lived in the mind weeks or month.s 
later. And then again in the spring the chicken 
or the grouse gathered for the mating season. 
The news story merely reported that the Illi­ 
nois conservation department i.“? undertaking to 
restore grouse on some of the remnant prairie 
lands of that state. More power to it. We hope 
the experiment succeeds beyond the f o n d e s t 
expectations. There is a place in this crowded 
country of more than 160 million men, women 
and children for the prairie chicken, the grouse, 
the whooping crane, and all the other creatures 
of the wild which lived and flourished and then 
became threatened with extinction as man moved 
m. 


Doesn't Tell All 


The Department of Agriculture Friday re­ 
vealed that despite a steadily declining income, 
farm owners over the nation are holding on to 
their land. 


Ovid A. Mariid, As.sodated Press business 
commentator, noted that this situation is pre­ 
vailing to the extent that such farms as were 
sold during 195.5 showed a 4 per cent increase 
in value in the face of a 10 per cent decline in 
their earnings. 


To the casual observer this might discount 
the seriousness of the agricultural price-cost 
squeeze, giving it the appearance of a political 
gimmick. But to a close student of agricultural 
economics, it is a progress report of a distressing 
situation whic’ only says that the breaking point 
is on the way but has not yet arrived—that there 
is still time to correct an untenable condition. 
The Department of Agriculture did not state 
at what drain on the farmer’s reserves was lie 
holding on to his land, nor did it comment upon 
w'hat resolution a man trained in his field and 
reluctant to start life anew will hold on to his 
tools of livelihood. Rather it just made il clear 
that economically he was losing ground. 


Land values in the end will adjust themselves 
to land earnings and the adjustment will arrive 
when a sufficient number of present farmer- 
owners come to the end of their riipe when the 
market ceases to become a seller’s market and 
shifts to a buyer's market. The farm owner 
knows this as well as the business man. He will 
dump his property only as a last resort. That 
re.sori will not arrive if remedies for the price- 
cost squeeze are elfeciive and timely.

Farm Bloc Gone, 


Mishmash Results 


WASHINGTON — The new farm 
bill is bemg written on the floor 
of 
he Senate, sometimes by a 
one-vote miu'gin. Legislation so de­ 
vised is usually a mish-ma.sh and 
thi:. mil is no excepticn to the rule. 
Ye’ the present angry, confused 
debate is historic. It has shown 
the collaf se of the old tightly-knit 
farni bloc, so invincible for so long, 
whi'-.e im tto was “ one for all and 
ill for one.” 
la th(‘ old days, the bloc packiul 
the tavoied foods and fibres and 
staged monolithic and winning bat- 
ib's tor tlieni. The r*'treats being 
forced on it roflert U»e changing 
so( iai and economic patterns of the 
coortry Hhlch always — no mai­ 
ler how’ timid, reluctant and la/y 
the politicians may be—are reflecl- 
cd in nnlities. 
Here again the fast-growing in- 
du.strialization of the South is a ma­ 
jor factor in political change. How 
A is alte. ing the attitudes of South­ 
ern 
member.-; of Congres.s first 
appcarcc' in battle over reciprocal 
trade legislation, where it clearly 
appeareti the South was no longer 
stau’ichly free trade. 


Th'-" change has shown again in 
‘hf deal Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra T if‘ Ben.son w’as able to make 
with Southern senators on cotton 
pru e supports and allotments. At 
the verv least, the deal proved 
that 'lie cotum councils of the Smith 


are as important to its politicians 
now as its cotton gmjiitt'S, 
Few objective ob.servers will un­ 
duly lament the farm bloc's de­ 
mise. It would be nice to report 
furtner that the alteration in meth­ 
ods Cl achieving justice for Amer­ 
ican agriculture was proceeding ac­ 
cording to a well-thought-out plan 
tirmiy anchored to a philosophy 
vh'ch tu.ik into account social val­ 
ues, economic change and political 
effect. 
.Such is not the ca.se. The farm 
hill at this point resembles nothing 
so mtirh as an old-time tariff bill, 
subject to the log-rolling, the pull­ 
ing an ’ hauling of a host of differ­ 
ent interests all over the country. 


What happens to the individual 
farmer and the family farm, whose 
values the campaign orator pro­ 
claims from ‘he hustings, is scarce­ 
ly considered. 
Nor ha«' the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration set much of an example 
to '"ongrcss. With admirable ten- 
acitv 
it clung to flexible price 
support'- a.s the battle started but 
then became so intent on winning 
;t has compromised the principle 
hopelessly, 
Scrretaiy Rimson broke his own 
lines with the cotton deal and an 
offer on corn .\t that point, he be­ 
gan to lose and the high price sup­ 
port advocates began to win skir­ 
mishes,

The 
mar wnth the large farm will u.se 
a 60-norrepower tractor, a 15-foot 
one-way or a five-bottom plow. The 
other may use a .30-horsepower 
trac'or. an eight-foot one-way or 
a three-boitom plow, and other ma­ 
chinery '"ill be in the same ratio. 
I he result is that on the large farm. 
It will ..-■quire about one-half as 
much labor per unit of crop as on 
’he famny-sized farm. The expense 
of machi".ei’y and fuel is greatly 
reduced, too. Some help will be 
hired on the large farm, but the 
wage paid to this help will not keep 
a man's famdy for a year. It may 
for 
three 
months. 
These 
large 
farmers are the ones who have 
created the surplus. Cotton farmers 
have abused the program the worst. 
'The support should be 90 per cent 
of parity oy the Brannan plan and 
not exceed 510,000.

To the editor of The Lincoln 
Star; What kind of investigation is 
the Senate going to make of the 
oil-gas lobby, its contributions to 
the campaign funds of congre.ssmen 
and presidential candidates? Will it 
be a real probe or just a “ white­ 
wash” ? This kind of investigation 
seems possible, judging from the 
latest developments. 


Putting the blame oil a small seg­ 
ment helps to take the oil-gas lobby 
off the hook. Sen. Styles Bridges 
(R-.NH) and Goldwater, it seems 
to me, are trying to divert attention 
from the lobby by shouting about 
“ polilieal s; ending” by I; 'or un­ 
ions and other groups. Yet the.se 
same shouters kno'^ the following 
facts: 
First, unions cannot and do not 
donate money from their treasuries 
to candidates for federal office. 
The 
modest contributions which 
have been made come from labor 
political 
leagues, 
which 
receive 
voluntary donations from individual 
workers, in accordance with the 
Taft-Hartley .Act. Politics would be 
cleaner if there were more such 
small individual contribution.s. 


Second, there’s a world of differ­ 
ence between labor contributions 
and those from big business m.ig- 
nales. The latter invariably pass 
out money for selfish purposes — 
to get legislation which will swell 
their profits, such as the natural 
gas gouge bill. 
By contrast, what do unions ask 
from 
Congress? 
Legislation 
for 
more and better schools and hous­ 
ing, more adequate social security 
pensions, higher minimum wages, 
and 
other 
improvements 
which 
benefit the great mass of people 
in.siead of unjustly enriching an 
already wealthy few No member 
of Congress stultifies him.self when 
he supports labor’s proposals, be­ 
er use they are for the public wel­ 
fare. But what of a member of Con« 
gress who bows to the power of 
the oil-gas lobby? 
These are some of the reasons 
why organized labor welcomes a 
full and fair investigation of all 
election campaign contributions.
